He 
rallied slightly at noon, and talked in whispers with those 
about him. In the early afternoon he seemed perhaps to be 
resting easier, but his attendants saw little hope that the end | 
could long be delayed.

DEMOCRACY AND DICTATORS 


A recent issue of the bulletin of the National City 


Bank of Xew York contains this significant statement: 


"The most outstanding- development in Europe o£ 


the pas't year or two has been the revulsion from demo- 
cracy as ecen in tho setting aside of representative gov- 
ernments and the concentration of authority, with tbe 
acquiescence nf the public, in individuals who exercise 
virtually dictatorial powers.' 


Here is a situation which lias generally been ignored 


in America, and its lessuii overlooked. It should serve 
as a warning to everyone, and particularly to those, who 
through their demands for new experiments in go\ern- 
ment, have made the machinery of government so cum- 
bersonc and BO unresponsive to efficient action that tho 
same wave of disgust and contempt against the dull- 
constituted authority has swept this country in modified 
form. 


"\Vhen a foreign loan wns extended to Austria \>y~ 


tho league oC nations, that hapless country was placed 
under a practical dictatorship, with Dr. Zimmerman, iu 
charge of affairs. 
Mussolini' took over the government 


in Italy, apparently with popular approval but without 
an election. In Spain, a military dictator. General Frtmo 
de Rivera, usurped the authority which was exercised by 
the prime minister and parliament. 
Bulgaria^ thiew off 


the chains oC an agrarian premier, and placed a strong 
conservative in power. Italy, Spain ana B.ulgaria have 
suffered the roykl families to remain, but in Greece, 
the king was cxpulled and a republic proclaimed, which 
hag developed Into practically a dictatorship, owing to 
previous dissatisfaction with the admin. 1st ration of af- 
fairs. 
Hungary has a dictator,'while Germany, osten- 


sibly a republic, Is in practically tha 
same 
situation 


with emergency supreme power vested in the chancellor.

It was not the whim and fancy of excitable peoples 


which temporarily 
tossed 
democracy 
o\erboard 
in 


Europe. It 13 due to tho failure ot democratic forms ot 
government in Europe to perform the fundamental func- 
tions of government. 


The people of the nations of Europe, 
TI ho 
have 


turned from democratic forms of. government to dicta- 
torships, have sickened of delay and deadlocks in par- 
liamentary procedure. They have socii groups and blocs 
check-mate each other In a gathering swirl of chaos and 
, inaction. And while the struggle for existence' grew 
more desperate, because of the frightful lasses sustained 
In a world war, they found it impossible to place re- 
sponsibility for failure. 
Government was no longer ac- 


countable to those who gave it its life. 


That revulsion against democratic' institutions which 


baa swept Euroue is very aptly described in the follow- 
ing paragraph from the bulletin of the National City 
bank: 


It cannot be assumed that tha establishment 


of dictatorships siynifles a laiting displacement of 
republican institutions, but it is evident that the 
public is tiredi for the time being of the inefficiency 
Of parlamentary government. All of the continental 
law-making bodies have been split up into so many 
groups and blocs that 
parliamentary action was 


well-nigh impossible Tho groups check-mated each 
other, group politics dominated everything and gov- 
ernmental responsibility no longer existed. 
Demo- 


cracy had run itself into tha ground, 'and in sheer 
deiperation the public welcomed any authority that 
promised to be strong enough and patriotic enough 
to give good government. After all, the .most impor- 
tant service of government is that of 
maintaining 


order and protecting industry and private business, 
l^f democracies will 
I earn this lesson they will be 


greatly benefited by the experience. 


In America we are facing the same problem which 


caused "Europe lo turn from representative government 
to tho absolutism oC a dictator;

Government has become too cumbcrsone, too com- 


jplicatcd, too paternalistic and too fearfully expensive in 
thlg country.

In the lust decade, o\er u. quarter of a million em- 


ployes havo been added to the myriad boards, bureaus 
and. commissions, -which ha\ u bprung into existence in 
Washington. 
Recently Oscar Undcrwoud directed at- 


tention to the fact that 548,503 civilians arc employed by 
the government. Add to this, tne vast armies employed 
in thG state go\ Ciiiments, the counties, tho municipali- 
ties, and other political subdivisions—all of'whom must 
bo supported by the productue labors of the people— 
that spells the cause of popular 
dissatisfaction 
with 


government.

they may retain their poft berths at the public crib— 
this host of tax-caters arc arousing suspicion and doubt 
oC government in the minds oC those who pay the taxes.

A free people aro becoming- so nauseated, through 


tho growth of go\ornmcntnl activities never conceived 
by those who gn\ c America its

greatest pronouncement of human rights in history

American constitution—that democracy itself has been 
challenged.

Then comes the wedding Itself, wit- 
nessed by only those of highest blooa, before the three 
sacred shrines in the imperial palace grounds, where at 
an early hour in the morning the wedding party gathers.

await the wedding- couple. 
During- the following week 


they must visit the shrines throughout 
Japan. Then 


they must visit the tomb of Emporer Jimmu Tenne near 
Kara, and the grave and memorial of the late Emporer 
Meiji at Memoyamai
